To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hopkinton in the 
County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Hopkinton on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1; Yo choose all necessary: Town’ Officers ‘for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 

( 1) Town officers’ salary. 

( 2) Town officers’ expense. 

( 3) Election and registration. 

( 4) Expense and care of Town Hall. 
( 5) Police Department. 

( 6) Fire Department 

( 7) + Vital Statistics.

3. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the repairs of highways and bridges in ad- 
dition to that required by law, estimated $4,000.00. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
approprioate for general expenses of highway department 
and street lighting. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred Eighty-one dollars 
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and fifty cents ($2,581.50), the State contributing Two 
Thousand Five Hundred Eighty-one dollars ($2,581.00), 
for State Aid Construction of the road from Contoocook 
Village toward West Hopkinton. 


6. To see if the town will vote to accept the following 
Cemetery Trust Funds, the income to be used as directed, 
subject to the provisions adopted at Town Meeting March 
1925. 

From Mrs. Herman Haselton Est. $100.00 for the care of 
the James Dwinnells lot and Susie Haselton Brown and 
Herman R. Haselton lot. 

From Clara M. French Est. $100.00 for the care of the 
Edward French lot. 

From Clara M. Fellows Est. $100.00 for the care of the 
Fellows Cemetery lot. 

From Moses C. Tyler Est. $150.00 for the care of the 
Tyler lot. 

From Robert T. Gould $200.00 for the care of the Robert 
T. Gould lot. 

From Harold L. and Vira M. Holmes $100.00 for the 
care of the Leth Lowe lot. 

From William B. Pineo $100.00 for the care of the 
William B. Pineo lot. 


7. To see if the town will vote to elect the following 
officers by Australian ballot: selectmen, town clerk, treasurer, 
tax collector, highway agents, constable and overseer of poor. 
All other officers to be chosen in open meeting. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) dollars, the State 
to contribute Three Thousand ($3,000.00) dollars, the money 
to be expended by State Highway on Jewett Road. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for support of the Hopkinton Free Public 
Libraries. 
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10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 
11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 


raise and appropriate for the employment of a District 
Nurse and other health expenses. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Hundred ($300.00) dollars, to complete 
the work begun last year on Prospect and School Sts. and 
Highland Ave., in the village of Contoocook. 


13. To see whether beer or other lawful alcoholic bev- 
erages shall be manufactured or sold locally as permitted 
under Chapter 99 Section 22, laws of 1933. 


14. To see if the town will vote to have one road agent. 


15. To see if the town will vote to set aside the income 
accruing from the rent of the Town Hall, and create a 
separate and distinct fund to be known as the Town Hall 
Fund. 

That this fund be vested in the Board of Selectmen, as 
trustees, and expended under their direction, for emergency 
repairs and upkeep of the Town Hall. And the Selectmen, 
as Trustees, render a report of their doings annually to the 
town.

18. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading off the State Aid Road to road from Emerson Hill 
by James Straw place, approximately 150 feet.

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One cannot find any startling facts from perusing the 
foregoing table. In attendance and tardiness, Hopkinton 
has a good record. Enrollment totals about the same as 
the previous year. 

The Tyler School this year is very small, and we may 
find it necessary to close the school next year because of 
this. 


TRANSPORTATION OF PUPILS 


This year, the eighth grade pupils from the eastern part 
of the town are being transported to the junior high school 
at Contoocook. This has been undertaken as a matter of 
economy, in order to relieve the congestino in Hopkinton 
Village and Main Road schools. By this means we avoided 
the necessity of building over a schoolroom to provide more 
space, and at the same time provided equal junior high 
school opportunities for eighth grade pupils in all parts of 
the town. We shall welcome comments from all concern- 
ed, as to whether or not this plan of partial centralization 
should be continued. 


Our ScHoout BUILDINGS 


New chemical toilets at the Main Road school were in- 
stalled during the past summer. The use of a good-sized 
yard has been offered to the school by Mr. Whittier, whose 
land adjoins the building, and this playground has been 
-fenced. At the Hopkinton Village school, a fence now 
hinders the children on the grounds from running into the 
street, and makes their play much safer. 

This coming summer there will be need of repainting 
the High School building outside, and several of the other 
schools need refinishing inside. An effort is being made 
to save labor costs by having part of this work done by 
the Civil Works Administration. At the time of writing 
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this report, we do not know whether. or not these projects 
will be approved by the C. W. A. 


HEALTH OF SCHOOL CHILDREN 


For several years, little or no mention of this subject 
has been made in these annual reports. Mrs. Milton, our 
school nurse, is faithfully performing her duties, and as a 
matter of school routine yearly examinations are made 
and many defects of eyes, teeth, etc., corrected. Milk 
provided by the Federal Government is a helpful factor in 
building strong bodies for our children. Recently an audio- 
meter test was given in all the schools. This is an accurate 
method of determining how well a child can hear. A few 
defective ears were found, and steps are being taken to 
correct these wherever possible. 


Our HicH SCHOOL 


One change in curriculum, affecting the junior high years, 
has been made. ‘Time heretofore devoted to geography and 
history as separate studies is now spent on a course called 
social science; a study which combines the three subjects 
of history, geography, and civics in an effective and inter- 
esting way. 

For new equipment, our home economics department 
has a large oil stove with oven, and a range boiler with hot 
water heater attached. These items were made possible 
by the money received from State and Federal funds under 
the George-Reed Act. 

A special study is being made this winter, by the teachers 
and superintendent, of the reading abilities of our high 
school students. Reading is the basis of all successful 
high school work, and a poor reader is under a serious 
handicap. We hope as a result of our study to give more 
effective help, to those who need it most, in understanding 
what they read. 


ul 
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Mr. R. H. Leavitt, the State High School Agent, made 
his annual visit to us in December, and commended the 
work of the teachers and business-like attitude of the pupils. 


ApDULT EDUCATION 


As part of the Federal Emergency Relief Program, un- 
employed teachers are being given work this winter teaching 
adults in the evening. In Contoocook, classes are being 
started in woodworking, auto mechanics, mechanical draw- 
ing, home economics, business arithmetic, typewriting, eco- 
nomics, basketry and English. These classes, open to all 
except pupils in local schools, will be maintained through 
the rest of the year, provided that the membership of each 
group does not drop below six. 


Our REORGANIZED SUPERVISORY UNION 


In accordance with an economy measure enacted into law 
at the last session of the General Court, the school districts 
of the State were rearranged for purposes of school super- 
vision into larger unions, in order to dispense with the 
services of five superintendents. The schools of Weare 
were taken from this union, and three new districts to the 
north added. ‘This union, known at No. 26, now comprises 
Hopkinton, Henniker, Dunbarton, Bradford, Newbury and 
Sutton. 


CONCLUSION 


We wish to mention with gratitude three gifts to the 
schools. A set of portable chairs for use in the assembly 
room of the new graded school on Academy Hill, was given 
by the Contoocook Woman’s Club. A flag and standard is 
now in the classroom of the West Hopkinton school, the 
gift of the Colonel Putnam Relief Corps. The Class of 
1933, at graduation, gave a fine electrical clock to the High

School. These are the more outstanding indications of 
the fine spirit of cooperation shown by the people of Hop- 
kinton, for which we who work in the schools are deeply 
appreciative.
